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The Antioch News, recently Incor- 
porated, will say farewell to its 
staunchest friend and steadfast 
worker, the C. B. Cottrell Press, 
which has for 70 years printed this 
newspaper. 

One of the finest products of the 
C. B. Cottrell & Sons company out 
of New York in the 19th century, 
the press has served the News well 
— never requiring a major repair 
and never once missing an edition. 

Many printers and editors • have 
labored through the years over her. 
and her time of operation has ling- 
ered beyond some of their lives. 
Her steady "bump-thud" could be 
heard throughout the week as the 
newspaper was being churned out. 

Harold Gaston, who has operated 
the press since 103S, recalls that his 
father, Mr. Homer Gaston, pur- 
chasing the paper in 1920, would 
notice that the press's rollers would 
begin to melt in the hot summer 
months and in order to protect them 
would take- them over to King's 
Drugstore and place them in a 
freezer. 

Donald Gaston, Robert Gaston 
and Elmer Dieball have also oper- 
ated the "old Cotty" for many years. 

An original weekly newspaper, 
the press is sheet-fed by hand and 
is a drum-cylinder flat-bed- which 
typified the printing efforts of the 
last century. Going full steam the 
press rolled off 1500 copies of the 
newspaper per hour. 

The Cottrell will be replaced with 
a Cox-o-type press carrying rolls 
of paper instead of sheets and able 
to print 3500 0-page section, plus 
folding.. 

The new press will alter some- 
what the appearance of the Antioch 
News — the newspaper being en- 
larged to an 8-column page. 

Printing its last issue of the Anti- 
och News, this edition, the Cottrell 
is being donated to the Lake Coun- 
ty Historical Muacum.

: It was hot ithat Parson Weems 
was a dishonest historian or an un- 
critical biographer, that rather was 
s'lmplyithe acceptable mode of writ- 
ing at ithe time, Patriotic tales of 
American-leaders_were--wriltctii-with- 
t he idea of instilling p moral lesson. 

The famous' American painter 
from the midwest, Grant Wood, 
whose "American Gothic" is well- 
known to everyone, painted the 
"cherry-tree" incident. In the pic- 
ture Washington is shown as a small 
boy standing before a small cherry 
tree which has just been hacked 
down. That Grant Wood knew the 
story to be false is obvious by the 
fact that George is pictured in a 
minister's (or parson's) frock. He 
thus portrays the story and at the 
same • time comments on Weems* 
tale. . 

The most peculiar and almost 
wildly mad stroke in Wood's picture 
is the incongruous arrangement of 
Washington's head .as a matured 
man (the way he was painted by 
Gilbert Stuart) on the- boy's body. 
It is a comic scene — an old man's 
head on a child's body. 

But, it must be added, Wood's in- 
tent was not to debunk Washington 
nor to mock patriotism, simply to 
comment upon ' Parson Weems' 
imagination.

WHAT IS A TRUST? 

Lawyers and bankers seem prone 
these days to tell us how useful a 
"trust" can be In disposing of prop- 
erty, without ever explaining just 
what a trust is. To many of us, the 
word "trust" connotes something 
undesirable, probably as a result of 
common terms such as "anti-trust 
laws'* or "trust-busting," which ap- 
ply to monopolies. 

However, the type of trust re- 
ferred to here is one of the most 
effective devices for protecting 
widows and orphans. 

An example best illustrates the 
nature of a trust.. Suppose Tom

Naturally, the trustee is entitled 
to' receive compensation for his 
work.

This arrangement continues until 
the .trust is terminated in accordance 
with directions In the will, and the 
children take title to the farm and 
hold It free and clear of the trust. 

This same sort of trust arrange- 
ment can be used with any type of 
property, such as stocks, money, or 
a business, Normally property is 
placed into a trust only if it pro- 
duces income. For example, it 
would be unpractical to put your 
car or your stamp collection into a 
trust 

Duties of Ihe Trustee 

The trustee can be an individual 
or a corporation. In Illinois a cor- 
poration cannot act as trustee unless 
it first qualifies to act in that capac- 
ity. The trustee is not free to do 
as he pleases with the trust prop- 
erty. 

He is under an obligation to man- 
age and invest it prudently, so that 
it produce the highest Income con- 
sistent with safety. He is obligated 



be subject to revocation by him dur- 
ing his life, or irrevocable.. Abo, 
the proceeds of insurance policies j 
may be placed in trust 

There are estate tax and income 
tax advantages to be gained by care- 
ful use of the trust device. These 
advantages are most important in 
connection with substantial estates, 
and' require the consideration of 
competent counsel for appropriate 

use.
